4, Defender Wins the First Race in the Great 
International Contest. 


Crossing the Finish Line 8 Minutes and 16 
Seconds Ahead of Her Rival.

Yachtsmen Say the Briton Stands No Chance of Car- 
rying Away the Cup. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—Defender won her 
name ih truly American fashion to-day, 
finishing far ahead of the English chal- 
lenger, Valkyrie III., and giving every ev- 
idence of outclassing the Dunraven boat 
in almost any kind of weather. It was 
nip and tuck for a time, and then Defender 
caught the breeze and, to the delight of 


thousands, simply sailed away from her. 


rival. She went on increasing her lead to 
the end, and won by the surprising. margin 
of 8 minutes and 49 seconds. Such work as 
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a veritable yachtman’s day. The verdict 
was early that if wind was lacking, swell 
at least would not be. And so it proved. 


At 8a.m. both Defender and Valk;rie ITI. 
lay peacefully at anchor within the horse- 
shoe at Sandy Hook. They had spent the 
night there, close to each other and 
guarded as carefully as children by their 
mother. At 8:30 @. m. there’ was little 
signs of life on board, but a few minutes 
later all was astir and bustle. 

The big main sails were hoisted on each 
boat, and the visitor was first under way, 
in charge of her tender, followed soon by 
the American. Even at that early hour 
the cheers of the watchers were aroused 
by the good omen of the Defender’s as- 
suming the lead. ‘ 7

At this 
time the sky was leaden and the wind was 
about a 5-knot breeze. The swell increased 
greatly as the fleet proceeded outward, for, 
although the pace was slow, the solid pha- 
lanx of moving craft kicked up quite a 
sea of water. There had na mist 
throughout the early hours, and this was 
cg dispelled by the occasional sun- 
urst.

RACE IN DETAIL. 
How the American Boat Won the First 
of the Contests. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—A surprise of the 
day was in the position that the Defender 
secured on crossing the line. Strange to 
say she was a little bit to,windward of the 
English boat; behind, it is true, by four 
seconds, but still to windward. There had 
been so’fnuch said about the superior skip- 
pership of Capt. Sycamore that it was 
feared by the thotisands of Americans who 
witnessed the scene that he would so man- 
euver that poor old Hank Haff on the De- 
fender would not only be behind at the 
start, but that he would be so thoroughly 
blanketed that he would not have a show 
in the whole race. But while the English- 
men did not get over the line first by 
half a length, the Yankee was on top of him 
ar vee a of being below, or underneath his 
wind. 

It had been the intention of the committee 
to start the boats from the Sandy Hook 
reg ge + but when the committee got out 
to the lightship they found that the wind 
was blowing from east by south and, they 
having no discretion’ in the matter, decided 
to make the opening of the race Ata point 
well in under the Jersey shore, where there 
was a promise of more wind and a possible 
occasion for a positive and mote desirable 
beat dead out to windward.

CONDITIONS OF CONTEST. 


Three Races Must: Be 1 Won Before a Vic- 
tory Is Earned. 


The terms governing the contest between 
Valkyrie III. and Defender for the America’s 
Cup require one of the yachts to win three 


races before being declared-the victor. In 
substance the agreement under which the 
boats. sail is as follows: 

Manual power alone is to be used in sailing 
each yacht. 

Courses—Starting from Sandy Hook light- 
ship, first race to windward.or leeward and 
return. Second race, equilateral! triangle. 
Third race, to windwara or leeward and _re- 
turh. Fourth race, eq ral triangle. Fifth 
race, to windward or leeward and. return. 

in évery case the course.from the starting 
lihe to be laid to windward, if possible,,.from 
the Sandy Hook lightship. In case the 
course cannot be made out from Sandy Hook 
lightship, the Regatta Committee may pro- 
vide some other suitable starting yen 
and, in this case, the preparatory signal wil 
be ‘given about half an hour later than the 
time named before starting from the light- 


ena f Courses—The courses shall be 
0 ou ’ 
as nearly as possible, thirty nautica] miles 


-in length. 


Start—The starting signal shall be given 
at ll a. m., the preparatory signal ten min- 
utes before the starting signal ,and, in case 
of change of time of start, a preliminary 
signal fifteen minutes before the prepara- 
tory. At the starting signal a yacht may 
cross the line. The exact time at whichia 
yacht crosses the line during the succeeding 


tine length the condtion of 1893, limiting any 


excess to 2 per cent thereof, is covered by 
the condition limiting single-masted vessels 
to ninety feet load water line, as expressed 
in the deed of gift. 

Accidents—In case a serious accident to 
either vessel occurs prior to the prepara- 
tory signal, she shall have sufficient ‘time 
to effect repairs before being required to 
start; or, if such accident occurs during 
a race, before being required to start in 
the next race. 

Measurements—The competing yachts 
shall be measured with all of the weight on 
board, dead or alive, which they intend to 
carry during the race. 

Date of Races—The first race shall be 
sailed September 7. day, Sunday not 
counted, shall intervene between each rac- 
ing day, unless changed by agreement. A 
race of one kind shall be repeated until 
finished .

In sail area the challenger has 425 square 
feet advantage. She measures 13,027.98 square 
feet on the loadwater line, while Defender 
From these figures the racing length of 
each is computed, according to rules of the 
New York Yacht Club. 

The Valkyrie is 101.49 and Defender 100.36 
feet long. In a thirty-mile rdce the British 
boat allows the American 29 1-10 seconds.

The fire started in shaft No. 38, which is 

used to carry the miners to the surface from: 
the mine, and when the fire broke out all 
of the men and boys employed in the mine, | 
about 200 in number, made a rush for the 
shaft in the hope of being taken to tie sur- 
face. The fire was too rapid for them, how- 
ever, and the chance of escaping by the 
shaft was entirely cut off by flames and 
smoke. 

The majority of the imprisoned miners 
made a break for a cross cut, and in this 
way managed to reach another shaft, from 
which they were taken to the top. 

Forty were missing when the froll Was 
called. Within a short time after they had 
reached the surface, smoke began pouring 
from all the shafts, and the escape of the 
men below was entirely cut off. 

The men in charge say now that there is 
not the slightest chance for any of the 
men now In the mine to escape with their 
lives. If they are not burned, they must 
have been choked by the dense smoke 
within a short time after the fire started. 

Fortunately the mine is not as heavily 
timbered as some of the mines in this 
locality, and it will not take a great while 
to burn out. 

As the thing now stands there is not the 
slightest thing that can be done for the 
men, and no effort is being made to ex- 
tinguish the flames. 

There is nothing mnoqa of how the fire 
originated. 


The fire broke out in the gg, Ho Hp level. 
The Osceola is a copper mine located twc 
miles from Calumet. Capt. Richard Ed- 
wards was making his wey to No. 3 shaft 
he smelled wood burning, but some of the 
miners working In the levels there would not 
believe there was fire in the mine, as they 
could not smell] any smoke or hear flames 
CTAeEMS.

Fortu- 
seco A there very little timber in this 
part of the mina, so the fire must soon burn 
out, buf if the ners have not already been 
amothered to death they surely will be if 
the fire has to be left to burn out before they 
can be reached. 

Ever since 12:30 o'clock smoke has been 
postin out of the mine in huge volumes 
o 8 shaft. 

The scene at the Opeeche shaft, where 
many of the men came up was deeply heart- 

endimg, thgusands having gathered aro wg 
ooking for’ their husbands and fathers. 
sides the men mentioned above man more 
are known to be entombed, but in the ex- 
citement it is impospible to obtain their 
names. They are mostly Austrian trammers. 
Searching parties were sent down Nos. 1 and 
2 shafts to try to reach the men from the 
drifts leading to*‘No. 8 shaft above the 
twenty-seventh level, but were unsuccessful. 

The mouths of the shafts have now been 
all battengd up to stop all drafts and all 
hope is given of ever rescuing the men alive.

While*we are looking after this branch 
of the business of adding to the State's 
wealth, we ought also to advertise “the 
land of big red apples’ extensively in 
Europe and especially in Great Britain. 
Ex-Mayor Noonan suggests that it would 
be easy to bring in plenty of English col- 
onists to cultivate the slopes of the 
Ozarks and make them one big apple 
orchard. It is a good suggestion. Any 
one who will examine the apple show at 
the Exposition will admit that Missouri 
is prepared to become the apple orchard 
of the world.

WOMEN AND PHILOSOPHERS. 


Edward Yon Hartmann, whose ‘“Phil- 
osophy of the Unconscious” has been of 
late years the leading fad of metaphysics, 
has been delivering himself of his. opin- 
ions on the subject of the New Woman 
in a way that is, in these days, to say the 
least, decidedly daring. He believes that 
the chief cause of our present-day evils 
is the higher education of women, and 
he would “put an end to this system 
with one stroke, and set our daughters 
back to the level of education with which 
our grandmothers were satisfied.” He 
has no use whatever for training which 
renders woman too refined and cultured 
to perform “her natural and social duties 
—nursing and housework.”’ 

According to this philosopher of the 
Unconscious every woman has failed in 
the performance of her duty if she has 
not become the mother of eleven chil- 
dren—"“two before the twentieth year, 
five in the twenties, three in the thirties 
and one in the forties;” that every true 
woman ought to do all her own house- 
work, with the occasional assistance of a 
charwoman for the roughest part of it; 
and that “maidens cannot learn too 
early” what is their proper task. 


_in these opinions the good German 


metaphysician but repeats the ideas of 
Schopenhauer, Spencer, and in fact those 
of about all the philosophers of the world, 
who have been anything but compli- 
mentary to feminine aspirations in. the 
way of “higher culture.” Now let the 
philosophers bewere.

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WANTED—A GENIUS. 


Some time ago Prof. Hertzka, an Aus- 
trian economist and statistician, tn his 
book entitled’ ‘Laws of Social Evolu- 
tion,” gave the results of his inquiries 
on the ratio between the work and the 
waste of humanenergy. Being an author 
and calculator of reputation, Prot. Hertz- 
ka’s figures are so startling as to suggest 
an economic crusade, if only the genius 
would arise who could point the way 
and lead the hosts. 

Prof. Hertzka found that to run the 
various departments of industry to sup- 
ply the 22,000,000 Austrians with all the 
necessaries of life, by modern methods 
and mechinery, would take the labor of 
of only 615,000 men, working the cus- 
tomary number of hours. To supply all 
‘with luxuries would take but 815,000 more 
workers. He further calculated that the 
present working population of Austria, 
exoluding all females, and all males be- 
tw the ages of 16 and 50, is 5,000,000 in 
round numbers. His calculations further 
led him to assert that this number of 
wor all employed and provided with 
modern machinery and methods, could 
supply all the population with necessa- 
ries and luxuries by working thirty-seven 
days a year, with the present hours, If 
they chose to work 300 days a year, they 
would only have to do so during 1.38 
hours per day. 

If Prof. Hertzska is right, America 
could take Austria up and “go ft one bet- 
ter.”

The Post-Dispatch has heretofore called 
attention to the disgraceful lack of pro- 
vision at the St. Louis Poor-house for 
children who are bright and well except 
for a touch of epilepsy or some slight 
mental infirmity which could be cured 
under proper treatment. Such children, 
even as young as 6 years, have been 
crowded in with maniacal patients, and 
the result to the youthful sufferers is ap- 
palling. St. Louis should set an example 
to the counties in this matter. As long 
as a great rich city neglects such chil- 
dren, it cannot be expected that the 
counties of the State will take hold with 
their smaller means and do what is right. 
An institution should be provided by the 
city, with proper attendance and medical 
care, 

As for this class of children outside 
of the big.cities, they are not numerous 
and it should not be difficult to care for 
them in suitable annexes in the shape 
of small hospital buildings connected 
with the county poor-houses. There is 
no reason why the county poor-houses 
should copy the repulsive English work- 
house system or should not be fit places 
in which to eare for all their indigent 
poor. 

The State simply says to the counties: 
“You must care for your own poor, and 
you may if you desire also look after the 
stranger within your gates.” It hampers 
the county authorities in no way. Their 
humanity is left free to suggest such 
provisions in the way of buildings and 
sustenance as will be adapted to their 
means and to the end in view. 

Is it possible that the less legal pro- 
vision made by the State, the less the 
local authorities are inclined to do for 
the poor and the feeble-minded? If so, 
the sooner the General Assembly takes 
this matter up, the better for the credit 
of the State.

hitherto enjoyed, the assessment ‘is equally 
lenient, and as the rule of increase applies 
uniformly from age % to age 83, it ip equita- 
le. No discrimination between old and 
young ages has obtained. 

There isa ssible question as to the 
rates on the few remaining contracts of 
1881. In that year the rate of' assessment 
was fixed at age of entry for all future years 
of. the policy: The August assessment ma- 
terlally increases that rate. The present 
rating is on a basis of seven years advance 
in age, and on six bi-monthly payments, 
more if neccessary. The contract requires 
payment whenever a death occurs. If the 
letter of the law of the contract prevails 
the wg f holder of 1881 would have been 
required to pay about 120 assessments at his 
fixed rate, so far this year. But while he 
may de his right, facts warrant the 
belief that he is better off by assenting 
to the present arrangement of rating him 
on an equality with the later members. 

In his report of a recent examination of 
the Mutual Reserve Fund Life Association, 
Superintendent Plerce, of the Insurance 
Department of New York, ascertained that 

great inequality”’ existed in the late sys- 
tem of apportionment of rates of assess- 
ment, and advised an immediate change 
and increase to meet the existing emer-

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It has for several years been patent to 
persons familiar with the theery and prac- 
tice of life insurance that the Mutual Re- 
serve Fund Life Association had a ten- 
dency to get out of the narrow and thorny 
path that leads to the realms of beatitude 
and get upon the broad and smoother road 
that, after a nice and easily traveled level 
way, suddenly pitches down hill and into a 
morasg filled with irredeemable wreckage. 
In the fall of 1881, under the geperelsh!p of 
Mr. Harper, the managers determined to 
develop to its fullest possibility a method 

of life insurance eccupying a position 
about midway between the simple natural 
premium plan and the pompies, continuous 
level premium whole life plan. Alone, the 
natural premium plana (expenses not consid- 
ered) contemplates a renewable insurance 
upon premiums increasing with incgeasing 
age precisely in the same ratio which the 
annual probability of ng increases. The 
continuous premium whole life policy con- 
templates a fixed annual charge from age 
at entry to the limiting age of the mortal- 
ity table, and involves the maintenance 
of a net premium reserve beginning with‘ 
the first premium paid and accumulating 
to the face of the policy at the tabular age 
limit. Mr. Harper’s conception was to use 
the natural premium ( the rate of mortal- 
ity for current age, without interest’ dis- 
count), for the death cost, plus one-third 
of that premium, for a reserve or surplus 
fund; the reserve fund to be accumulated 
as a tontine for yearly classes, and to be 
distributed periodically with a final assign- 
ment of individual shares, .whenever such 
share should be equal to the present value 
of the difference ‘between the whole life, 
net annual premium, and the natural pre- 
mium for the year of next succeeding 
the assignment, and so maintain the policy 
at that rate as a level premium, The theory 
was sound, the plan was feasible, and be- 
cause of that soundness and feasibility I 
said in 1887: “The association’s system of 

remiums is exactly as regular as the 
evel premium system. Hach class of com- 
pany does something which the other does 
not, and each class of company is deserv- 
ing of patronage for the goods it has to 
sell.” To that opinion and assertion I ad- 
here. 

But alas for the sufficiency of human 6a- 
gacity. The Association did not stick to its 
system. It became quite as ambitious as 
some of its rivals.in the “old line” fleld. 
It departed from the line of strict atten- 
tion to slow and sure progréss to smalier 
and more certain success, and adopted the 
tactics of sac the future to-.the pres- 
ent glory of mere bigness. In practice, not

Here I may 
say, with justice to it, that this Association 
has never been led astray in the pursuit of

It is proves also that the present mem- 
bers of the association may, by applying 
for the privilege of continuing their policies 
at the hew rates, obtain the possible (prob 
able) advantage of a long continued level 
premium, 

As to the matter of Hability for the five- 
year certificates, or bonds, the association 
has shown in its statements all there is 
of computable Hability on their account. 

Having thus reviewed the situation, I 
may safely conclude by saying that the 
Mutual Reserve’s assessments have been 
legally made, and that the recent advance 
is equitable and just to all parties con- 
cerned. Policy-holders should read care- 
fully the whole of the natice of the August 
assessment, and the conditions in their in- 
dividual contracts as to payments. The

THE FRAKER CASE. 


Thomas Cox Tells a Story of Alleged 
Conspiracy. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 
RICHMOND, Mao., Sept. 7.—The interest 
in the case of Dr. George W. Fraker contin- 
ues unabated in this city. It forms the chief 
topic of conversation. To-day Thomas Cox, 
a resident of Camden county, near by to 
where the alleged drowning took place, 
came to Richmond and sought out an attor- 
ney. Cox claims to have posségsion of a 
written statement from Dr. Fraker to Uncle 
Jake Crowley giving full details as to how 
the conspiracy was planned. He claims 
Crowley gave the letter into his possssion 
before the famous trial at Kansas City, 

When asked for a y of this letter Cox 
refused point blank and strongly intimated 
that it would take money to secure it from 
him. Cox is the man who wanted to go on 
the witness stand at Kansas City and tes- 
tify that Fraker was never in the river on 
the eventful night. He stated at the time 
to lawyers in Kansas City that Fraker 
threw a large piece of wood into the river 
and then ran away along the bank and 
caught the fast Wabash train at Mine No. 8 
above Camden. The train stops there for 
the purpose of taking coal. 

Cox’s story is not given credence by many 

le in this city, and it is believed he 
merely wishes to gain newspaper notoriety. 

Dr. Fraker was seen in the jail to-day. 
He ia feeling some better and is be- 
coming accustomed to his new surround- 
ings. He had nothing to say concerning 
his case, but announced his thanks to the 
newspapers for their courtesy and kindness 
toward him. When told of the statements 
of Cox, he said: “The fellow is not ss 
the truth and ye are at liberty to tel 
the people so. never saw him in my life 
Jake Crowley is a truthful negro, in my 
opinion, and never gave this fellow any 
statement concerning me, I can bear 
Crowley out tn his Kansas City testimony 
if placed upon the witness stand.” 

The doctor further stated that if he se- 
cured bail he would make Richmond his 
headquarters and actively assist his at- 
torneys in preparing his defense. 

On Monday Fraker will be taken before 
Justice McCuiston and the date for the 
preliminary hearing set. The amount of 
the bail will also agreed upon. It is 
announced on authority to-day that the 
amount will not be less than §10,000 and 
possibly more. :

The initial performance in St. Louis of a 
new drama entitled “The Defaulter’ will 
take place this afternoon at Havlin’s pret- 
tily refitted theater. Mr. Haviin and Man- 
ager Garen have endeavored to secure all 
the new productions of this stason, and as 
a starter they put on Lincoln J. Carter’s 
latest. This play is said to differ materially 
from the usual melodrama of to-day, inh- 
agmuch as, though it is strongly dramatic, 
there is nothing of the blood-curdling order. 

The story is based upon t custom in 
Australia of leasing out convicts to resi- 
dents of the colony, who are compell to 
give bonds on condition that the convict is 
not permitted to leave the colony. A 
young manager of a bank has been com- 

led to raise a large sum of money, and 

n order to do so has embezzled meney and 
securities belonging to the bank. His de- 
faication causes a run on the bank. The 
wife’s love is unfailing and in spite of 
évery proof of his guilt she firmly believes 
in his innocence, and after he has spent 
twelve years in the prison in Australia, at 
his request she and their daughter leave 
England, carrying with them a tin box 
which ‘contains the money raised on the 
stolen securities. The wife engages the de- 
faulter and his old time pal as her ser- 
vants, and though her husband takes to 
Grink and is neglectful of her, her devo- 
tion never falters until the defaulter tries 
to compel her child to marry his companion 
in crime. Then she too learns what it was 
she journeyed so many miles to bring him. 
She finally denounces the man she has 
worshipped and sends him back to prison. 


There are two things distinctly to be re- 
gretted about the production of “Trilby’’ at 
he Olympic, but they are in no wise co- 
related. he one is.that St. Louisans have 
failed to support Mr. Palmer’s company as 
it deserved, and the other is that the last 
act should fall so flat after the marked 
wer of the climax just precedingit. Per- 
aps it was the itl-favor of the weather 
that affected the attendance. It certainly 
Was uncomfortably warm, and persons 
could og | be blamed for not deliberately 
seeking the hot, aay’ A seats of a theater, 
when there was any place more pleasant to 
be found. Those who did attend were en- 
thusiastic, and while harsh criticism was 
indulged in by some, it may be safely said 
Shat “Trilby’’ found general! favor. 

The fourth act of the piece must have 
Offended the dramatic instinct of the au- 
thor. Necessarily sad because in keeping 
with the story, it comes after a great act. 
The reaction is apparent. rilby’s death 
becomes but a solemn incident, after the 
frightful ending of Svengali, and there is 


‘nO strength injected to relieve the sombre 


of the event. 

Could the curtain have gone down finally 
On the scene where Svengali lay dead on 
the table, Trilby released from the thral- 
dom, clasped her arms about Little Billie, 
indicative of the reunion which was to fol- 
low, the dramatic enacting would have been 
truer, certainly more pleasing to the or- 
dinary run of theater goers. 

And this departure from Du Maurier’s 
Outline would hardly have been greater 
than some Mr. Potter has ventured to make. 

There is no more striking difference be- 
tween the book and the play than the in- 
terchange of the prominence awarded 
Svengali and Trilby. In the book it is all 
Trilby; in the play, Svengali, And this is 
not strange. The character of Svengali 
admits of so-much more action. Drama- 
tization has accentuated the cardinal points 
of the musician, and weakened those of 
the model. Her gentleness, her sweetness, 
her spirit of purityp despite physical dégra- 
dation, 86 transcendent in the book, fail 
to show in the evidence of the play. All 
eyes are on Svengali. Poor Trilby sinks 
fnto the background. Even as the master- 
mind of the musician dominated and sub- 
écted the gay young blanchisseuse de fin 
m the novel, so has Mr. Podtter’s Svengali 

sorbed the prominence of Trilby in the 


ay.

Some women 
ride centuries, it.ig true, but they meq 
in strength. No ordinary woman ou 
start out before snowing how far is 
going. Ordinarily, though, they ride twice 
as far as they ought. They start out and 
ride away from home until they get tired. 
Then they have to ride back, gett more 
and more exhausted with every turn of the 
wheels. No ordinary woman who rides once 
or twice a week should go more than ten 
miles at a trip. That is perhaps an hour's 
ride, that may be easily. extended to an hour 
and a quarter before that distance is cov- 
ered; and if she does not feel fresh and in 
a glow when she stops, she may be certain 
that she has ridden too |} . Naturally 
there is that healthy tired feeling which 
any one recognizes after athletic exercise, 
but it is quite different from and never to 
be mistaken for the weariness which comes 
from too much exertion and straining of the 
nerves and muscles. Very few women have 
ever been injured on a bicycle who kept to 
this rule and limited their riding to normal 
distances. 

“The limit of distance, which is designated 
by the first feeling of weariness, is only a 
little more important than the Hmit of 
speed which the female frame is capable of 
undergoing under healthy exercising rules, 
Whether a man can ride at full speed for a 
long distance and still retain his good health 
is a doubtful question. It is certain, - 
ever, that no woman can keep up a” 
rate of speed for even a generous portion of 
a mile and not create’the beginnings of in- 
juries. The added strength required ‘to in- 
crease speed even a lHttle after a certain 
amount of power has been expended its out 
of all proportion to the results.

They can 
do so with comparatively small cost and 
change, and hard winter wheat mills are 
prepared to do so now. The fact is patent 
that there’ was: not enough breadmaking 
winter wheat raised this year to meet mill- 
ing requirements, and there is none at all 
to spare.for export. The Southwest has prac- 
tically no milling. wheat and the West very 
little, so that Texas and other States in the 
Southwest are drawing their flour mainly 
from St. Louis. The States east of the Mis- 
sissippi and south of the Ohio are in al t 
as bad case, and their own mills are taking 
nearly all the good wheat that was raised, 
leaving the “‘riff-raff’’ to go to the primary 
markets. If anyone doubts this,let them ex- 
amine the character of ihe wheat in the 
“sample corner” of the St. Louis Exchange, 
and then observe the eagerness with which 
wheat in any way fit for milling is snapped 
up by.local and outside millers. 


According to the Minneapolis Market 
Recwerd the two market centers of the 
Northwest—Minneapolis and “Duluth—will 
require between them 40,000,000 bu. for stor- 
age and 60,000,000 bu. for milling. There is 
besides, the country elevator systems and 
the country mills of the Dakotas and of 
Minnesota to be supplied.

SOME CHEERFUL ESTIMATES. 


Prices the Country Will Obtain for Va- 
rious Crops Will Be Unsatis-ac- 
tory Except fer Cotton. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—During the past 
six months the most essentially important 
point present in the speculation has been 
the crops. For the first time this year 
it is now possible to dismiss them from 
speculative calculations. It is now known 
with tolerable accuracy what is to be ex- 
pected for cotton, wheat and corn, and it is 


not unlikely that the present estimates 
will need to be materially modified. These 
estimates indicate a cotton crop of 7,500,000 
bales, wheat 420,000,000 bushels, corn at the 
enormous figure of 2,360,000,000 bushels. The 
next most important matter igs the prices 
the countfy will Obtain for these crops. In 
this respect the situation is unsatisfactory 
except for cotton. 

At the same time the cheapness of corn 
will} after all, have its. compensating ef- 
fects, in so far as the corn crop is utilized 
in other sources of the country’s wealth, 
such as cattle and the hog products. The 
railway tonnage indicated in the corn crop 

romises to enormeus and may safely 

e counted oh as a factor in traffic for 
eighteen months. The shortage of the 
wheat crop and its low price are doubly 
serious, not only on account of the result- 
ing distress to the. Western farmers, but 
also in their efféct on the foreign exchange 
of the country. . Still these matters have 
to this extent passed out ef speculative cal- 
culations...

ecialist says that the maniao most prob- 
ably left the country fora time. The mur- 
derer was described as being of. slight 
build, active, with a rather small head, 
elicate features and a wealth of ht 
brown hair. He frequently boasted of his 
knowledge of anatomy and said that he had 
achieved considerable distinction at college. 


Several months after ‘the publication of 
the doctor’s discoveries a young man was 
arrested for attempted suicide, and when 
examined by the police surgeon, was proved 
to be hopelessly insane, and was committed 
to a government asylum, where he 
remains. The terrible ‘Whitecha 
ders were still fresh. in le's 
the asylum authorties noted that his des- 
cription tallied with that yen as 
“Jack the Rippef,’’ in Dr. Winslow's pub- 
lished statements. His complaint was a 
desperate madness, breaking out at times 
into violent homicidal manie. iInvestiga- 
tions were at once set on foot, résulting in 
the discovery that the mysterious lodger, 
“Jack the Ripper,” @ unfortunate 
man in the asylum weré one and the same 
man. He was found to come of @ respec- 
table well-to-do family, dnd evinced con- 
siderable ability in his college career. His 
specialty was anatomy, and he studied so 
hard that his mind, never strong, gave way 
under the strain. Always of a religious 
turn of mind, he became afflicted re- 
ligious mania. Dr. Winslow says lunatics 

ten act up to the scriptural maxim: “If 
thine eye offend thee pluck it out,” an 
this was the murderer’s idea, and he im- 
agined it was his destiny to wipe out 
immorality from the face of the earth. 

His name or the asylum in which he is 
confined, the doctor refused to state, as al- 
ready stated. The London police, however 
admit that the lunatic is “‘Jack the Ripper.’ 
Now that the facts concerning his methods 
are known much speculation concerning the 
marvelous way in which he escaped are set 
at rest. He was a young man of quiet ap- 
pearance and not likely to attract attention 
while his constant change of clothing would 
prevent the remote contingencies of any 
one becoming familiar with his appearance 
in Whitechapel. He was extremely active, 
and when shod with his rubbers could make 
his escape where another man legs adapted 
forthe work would have falled. 

Dr. Winslow says that a sane man, how- 
ever active, would have been caught very 
soon, Constant experience hag shown that 
the lunatic’s cunning and quickness of 
action cannot be equaled by @ man in ful 
possession of his mental faculties. After 
the authorities had convinced themselves 
that the man they had was the actual per- 
petrator of the terrible deeds of the pre- 
ceding years, they decided to make no pub- 
lic statement. The man was violently in- 
sane, and could not be punished; there- 
fore it was considered best to quietly con- 
fine him in the asylum and not reopen the 
harrowing details of the murders. He is 
still living in the asylum and is subject to 
occasional outbreaks of homicidal mania. 
Neither the police nor Dr. Winslow can be 
said to have actually run the maniac to 
earth, but he was undoubtedly frightened 
away by the publication of the doctor's 
clues, knowing what his habits were, where 
he had been and where he was likely to be, 
The identity of the man’s disease, for it 
was really nothing else, with the diagnosis, 
formed after the early murders by Dr, 
Winslow, is indeed a remarkable tribute to 
modern science of criminology and the 
scientific study of the insane.

Local manufacturers know nothing of any 
concerted advance. There has not been 
any such advance in St. Louis as has been 
experienced in the East. St. Louis manufac- 
turers realized in the early spring that 
higher prices for leather could be expected 
and bought heavily at prices far lower than 
those now ruling. Because of this err te 
tion of conditions they have been enabled 
to hold prices well down, and buyers of 
shoes in this’ market haye secured them at 
values not obtainable elsewhere. 

That an advance must be made on fall 
trade stocks, which will be ready for the 
market by October 1, conceded. . 

George W. Brown, president of the Brown 
Shoe Company, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: “I know nothing of any concerted 
advance in shoes in the Eagt. In St. Louis 
we have been slow to recognize any ad- 
vance, Owing to the fact that our local 
manufacturers have been well stocked with 
leathér at lower prices than now prevail. 
There has, of course, been an advance made 
on some lines here, but it was no greater 
t ;

>yado, lack of cotiscience and general: cus- 
gedness that in a very short time it earned 
@ seat on the devil’s right hand. 


To this influx of desperadoes is plainly 
traceable the great labor strike of last 
year, the quelling of which required a 
eheriff’s posse of 1,600 men, horse and in- 
fantry, armed with Winchesters and sup- 
ported with Gatling guns and cannon. The 
etory of the str.ke is a sensational history 
of itself, and the scenes enacted are al- 
most beyond belief. They have been called 
to mind again by the killing a few weeks 
ago of “General” Jack Smith by Marshal 

elley. 

Smith was the commander of the miners’ 
forces, and his generalship was favorably 
commented on even by army men. He 
@ppears to have been a desperado almost 
from boyhood. Coming to Cripple Creek 
over a year ago he found himself in the 
midst of a horde of men of like character, 
and it took them but a short time to foment 
a labor agitation among the miners. 

Destruction of .mining property, theft 
and the murder of-non-union miners began 
to be of regular occurrence. The corpses 
of some of the victims were recovt®red,+ 
abandoned prospect holes being their sep- 
ulchres, but some were never heard of 
efter falling into the hands of the strikers; 
others not killed outright were put through 
tortures too brutal and revolting for publi- 
cation. , 

At the outset of his generalship Smith 
made his headquarters on Bull Hill, a 
mountain whose every approach could, be 

varded. All the trains and roads were 

ined with dynamite that could be touched 
off with wires if necessary to drive away 
an invading force. It was given out and 
believed that the strikers had cannon on 
the hill and on a crag a fort was built 
a corner of it being visible with the aid of 
glasses. It was named Fort Dean in honor 


of the Mayor. So well was the secret kept 
that not until all trouble was settled was it 
learned that the ‘‘fort’’ was merely a log 
look-out post, and the cannon painted logs. 


or over a month the miners owned 
Cripple Creek. They made daily raids into 
private houses for arms and ammunition, 
and appropriated everything else that 
caught their fancy. By a system of espion- 
@ze that would have done credit to the 
Russian Secret Service the opinion of every 
gan in the town was known, and several 
hundred letters were sent out to men in all 
walks of life, warning them to leave town. 
Every one Obeyed, and one party of five, 
who were to have been murdered, made 
their escape after concealment in the laun- 
dry tubs of a hotel by riding 100 miles 
around through the mountains to the coun- 
ty seat. 

At one time a posse of 125 deputies started 
for camp, but the miners stole a train and 
went to meet them, the battle resulting in 
the death of two miners and one deputy, 
and the retreat of the officers. Other out- 
rages, too numerous to particularize, were 
committed, but the most malicious* was 
the blowing up of the Strong mine shaft- 
house. The superintendent and two men 
were in the mine at the time, and would 
have perished but for the fact that one 
wf them was an Odd Fellow, and one of the 
strikers, who belonged to the same erganiza- 
tion, opened the covering of the air-shaft. 

The “General’s’’ full name .was John A. 
‘Bmith, and he was born near Joplin, Mo., 
forty-one years ago. He was @ lithe, pow- 
erfully bullt man of about 5 feet 10 inches 
in height and 180 pounds weight. He had an 
intelligent face and when sober was a 
pleasant, companionable talker. In his 
young days Smith was in the United States 
army, where he obtained a knowledge of 
military life that stood him in good stead 
as the commander of the Bull Hill forces. 
After leaving the army he joined the Blunt 
ee of train robbers, but. he and Lloyd 

arye left the country after an attack on 
a train in 1878, when several of the gang 
were killed.

Bob obtained his sobriquet from the fact 
that he never stated that he shot any- 
body or thing, but that he “put a galena 
lead in ’em.” Among this man’s favorite 
feats when drunk was shooting the ashes off 
a. stranger’s cigar and offering .to shoot 
them on again ‘f he objected to the famil- 
iarity. When drunker than usual one day 
Bob twirled his gun around! his forefinger, 
cowboy ‘fashion, intending to shoot a light 
out, when his attention was distracted by 
the fluttering of a caged canary; the gun 
went off, killing him instantly. 

He was the son of a Missouri doctor and 
according to a request made some time be- 
fore his death, hjs body was sent -to the 
Denver Medical College for dissection. Kid 
Williams distinguished himself by chasing 
every one out of a Saloon and taking a 
bath in the whisky of the place, which he 
emptied into @ .washpan. He locked the 
doors but had the curtains drawn wide 
and a kodak fiend‘took a snap shot at him. 

Whisky drinking at the altitude of Crip- 
ple Creek (10,000 feet), has a disastrous 
effect on many people and most of the crime 
is due to it. Less than a month ago a 
clever young attorney overioaded himelf 
with coffin varnish:and walking into a 
saloon with a -stick-of giant powder in his 
mouth, struck«a mateh and proce to 
light it ashe would a cigar. He had the 
the saloon to himself-ih' a very few seconds 
and paid $15 in the police court the next 
morning for his fun. 

Lalla Ringley,..whose antecedents 
unknown, but who was evidently a mah of 
education, made a strike and then spent his 
money in Sy the drinks for every one 
in sight. He had a playful way of drawing 
a gun and apparently compelling the only 
too-willing crowd to drink ‘wth him. On 
one occasion @ young tenderfoot was in a 
saloon where Lalla made his play, and, 
thinking himself in danger, fired a pistol 
shot ‘through his coat pocket. alla 
dropped and died from Aemorrhage, but 
before he yielded up the ghest he deliv- 
ered a sermon on his wasted life and the 
golden opportunities for redemption: that 
hearers were missing; it was so powerful, 
so eloquent and so touching in its tragic 
surroundings as to cause a score of strong 
men to weep like children. i 


However, the town finally obtained an 
officer who was accorded the eatest re- 
spect by the tough element. The bad men 
might howl and shoot out the lights, but 
the most reckless of them were meek as 
lambs when Marshal Charley Norton ap- 

eared on the scene. His absolute fear- 
essness was never better illustrated than 
when a mob gathered to lynch him. Nor- 
ton had beaten up a fellow ,when arrest- 
ing him and a crowd gathered in indigna- 
tion meeting at the flagpole, a pole erected 
at the intersection of two streets and sur- 
rounded by a small platform from which 

ublic speakers exhort the crowds, They 
had a rope, and just as a resolution was 
passed to hang the Marshal, the intended 
victim made is way out of a_ saloon 
towards them with a revolver in each hand. 

“T understand you fellows want to hang 

me,” he said. “Here 1 am.’’

LIGHTS ON THE OCEAN. 


Interesting Experiments With the Vis- 
ibility of the Different Colors. 
Washington Letter to Baltimore Sun. 
Some interesting and valuable informa- 
tion regarding the color and visibility of the 
lights at sea has been published by the 
naval hydrographic office as a result of spe- : 
cial investigations undertaken by officers 
of this Government, Germany and the Neth- 
erlands. A marine observatory in Germany 
in this connection tested some 3,000 running 
lights actually in use on board ships and 
found that two-thirds of them failed to : 
meet conditions preseribed by the Interna- 
tional Maritime Conference held in Wash- 
ington in 1889.' It was then stipulated that 
the word “‘visible’’ should mean visible on a 
dark night with a clear atmosphere. The 
Germans have further pursued the inquiry 
by a systematic series of experiments. A 
light was set up on shore and observers 
embarked on board a steamer which ran.

Should 
this prove practicable, one of the most 
picturesque and pathetic spectacles possi- 
ble would then be presented, 

Some point in the State of Arkansas will 
be. chosen for the reunion, if it is found that 
the surviviors of the Mountain Meadows 
massacre can be again be brought together. 
It would be the first time they have met 
in a body since that day, many years ago, 
when, rescued from the Mormons and 
brought back to their native State, they 
were received by old neighbors, friends and 
kinsfolk as though coming from the dead. 

Their lives since then have led in differ- 
ent directions, but the story of their strange 
and touching adventures will never die. 

They are the “Children of the Massacre." 


For more than a quarter of a century one 
man in Carroll County, Arkansas, has 
watched over the fortunes of these surviv- 
ors of a historic tragedy with almost a 
fatherly interest. That man is’ James Polk 
Fancher, and the objects of his persistent 
care are the little remnant of that train of 
emigrants who escaped the bloody fate of 
their parents and friends at the Mountain 
Meadow mossacre in the southern part of 
the Territory ‘of Utah nearly forty years 
ago. The nephew of the brave commander 
of the train, and related«to many other 
victims of the -unparalleled butchery of 
more than 100 defenseless men, women and 
children, Mr. Fancher, the present County 
Clerk of Carroll County, has had good rea- 
Bon to exercise a~kindly guardianship over 
that now scattered and diminished band of 
orphans whose infant eyes beheld one of 
the most terrific spectacles of inhumanity 
ever perpetrated in any land.

There were forty wagons and a num- 
ber of carriages in the train; about 1,900 
head of cattle and several hundred horses.

tweeh most of thé members of that fated 
train and their kindréd at home... Never 
did company, of brave adventurers,turn 
their backs on Joved-scenés and fond 
ciations to march to a more terriblé doom: 
The Fancher train, as it was cal 
moved out of Arkansas to the prairies ee 
Kansas, taking the regular Califortila route 
through that territory and Colorado. At 
every fort and station where letters covid 
be mailed some of the emigrants wrote to 
the kindred and eercs ee had left be- 
hind. The news of the gress of the 
train was eagerly received at homé, and 
through the local agencies for the distribu- 
tion of this information thousands of péo- 
ple in Northwest Arkansas and the border 
counties of Missouri knew all the incidents 
of the trip as they were told mail from) 
week to week. At all the camp-meetings 
wool-pickings and quiltings held in Carroll 
County, Arkansas, during the summer of 
1857 the latest report from the train was a 
referred topic of conversation, and many 
etters written on the burning plains by the 
emigrants were actually worn out in pass- 
ing from hand to hand among the nunier- 
ous relatives and friends of the now distant 
travelers, ; 


Letters came réguilarly till the train 
reached the sotithern part of Utah. The 
emigrants arrived at Salt Lake City late in 
August. Here they took what was known 
as the “Southern route,” which ran through 
Provo, Nephi, Filmore and Cedar City. t 
this time the Latter Day Saints were in a 
state of at excitement. The United 
States mails had been stopped in Utah, a 
Governor had beet appointed te supplant 
Brigham Young, who, in addition to his 
ecclesiastical sovereignty as President of 
he Mormon Church, was also the Chief 
xecutive of the Territorial Government, 
and ah army under the command of Gen. 
Albert Sidney Johnston was then marching 
toward Salt Lake City to see that the 
rophet and his followers did not lon 
efy the laws of Congress. It was an ill- 
fated time for the Arkansas emigrants to 
attempt to pass through the Territory, now 
so thoroughly dominated by the blind and 
gealous votaries of this un-American re- 
lHgtous fanaticism. Never had the Mornion 
faith burned with more bigoted fi r than 
the summer of 1857, when ident 
Young tessued his proclamation declaring 
war net the United States anda cot- 
manding his followers, if necessary, to burn 
eir homes, devastate the whole country

I was told by 
some. of the men that seven persons were 
killed at the first fire and seventeen were 
wounded, and that three of them had died, 
making a loss of ten during the seige. As 
I entered the fortifications the men, women 
and children gathered around me in wild, 
consternation. Some felt that the time of 
their happy deliverance had come, while 
athers, though in deep distress and all in 
tears, looked upon.me with doubt, distrust 
and terror.

“Just after the wounded were all killed 
I saw a girl, some W or 11 years old, run- 
ning toward us from the direction where 
the troops attacked the main body of the 
emigrants.

little band, orphaned so cruelly, shared the 
common lot of the young peeople of the 
Ozark country. The worked at rural avo- 
cations, attended such schools as the White 
River region afforded a few weeks each 
year, learned the practical ways of life 
through some hard experiences, loved, wed- 
ded, and became, as a rule, the heads of 
numerous families. :

She is a 
ecnter of Carroll County,.Ark. is = 
pleasant, motherly woman, about 41 years 
old, and has <ine children. Mre. Wilson's 
husband is a well-to-do farmer and stock 
raiser. In speaking of her family and the 
massacre this only heir now left to cherish 
the memory of the brave commander of the 
butchered train, says: 

“I am the youngest daughter of Capt. Al- 
exander Fancher. My mother’s name was 
Eliza. I had tiurée or four sisters and four 
brothers. I ao not know the names of 
any of them, except my oldest sister, Mary, 
and my youngest prother, Kit Carson, who 
was rescued with me and brought back to 
Arkansas. Kit died eighteen years ago, 
I do not know how old my people were when 
killed. My father was about 4, I think.

The New Zealand Experiment. 


Mr. Mill points out the viciousness. of 
making theoretic arguments against a pro- 
posed reform.

Not much is-known about the history of 
the Rio Verde Valley. Within recent years 
that region has been a stamping ground of 
the hostile Apache and Walapai. 

Remains of large villages are found on 
the river terraces, some of them of} 
elaborate and complex ground-plan, indi- 
cating long occupancy. The ruins cover a 
space of five acres. This village, like all 
of the others, was built after the fashion of 
a pueblo, most of which were only one story 
in height.

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THE LATEST. 


You Listen With Your Teeth to 
Band Music. | 


Special Corréspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—“Would you like 
to listen to a song with your teeth?” 
The speaker was: Dr. Emile Berliner, 
the famous electrician. At his elbow 
was a confrivance’ of. his own in- 
vention called a “gramophone”’—a talking 
machine that goes a step beyond the phono- 
graph. Its records of. human speech and 
of music are indestructible and can be 
cheaply multiplied to an indefinite extent 
by simple mechanical means. What it has 
to say or sing can be heard all over an 
ordinary-sized house. So devotd of com- 
plexity is its construction that the com- 
plete apparatus costs only $18, and a smaller 
edition intended for the use of children will 


be sold for $5. Gramophones are soon to be 
placed on the market, 


Dr. Berliner took a small wooden stick 
about ten inches long and into one end of it 
he inserted a sharp point of steel. On the 
other end he put a little plecé.of rubber 
tubing. Then he directed the reporter 
to hold the rubber tightly between his 
teeth,. while the steel point was permittéd 
to rest upon a flat disc of metal which was 
inscribed with a sound record. ‘An electric 
motor being set going, the disc revolved 
rapidly, so that the point ran along the 
spiral line of the! record. The vibrations 
thus communitated through the teeth con- 


words and music of the patriotic song, 
“Tramp, Tramp, Tramp,.the Boys Are 
Marching.” 

While hearing the song the reporter’s ears 
were stuffed with wads of cotton. He took 
them out to listen to a comment by Dr. Ber- 
liner. The latter said: “Let us try to sim- 
plify the experiment.”’ 

The inventor picked.up an ordinary writ- 
ing pen, the reporter put the wads of cot- 
ton back into his ears and held the end of 
the penholder between his teeth. The point 
of the gen rested upon the record on the 
horizontal disc. The motor was started, the 
disc began to revolve and immediately the 
words and music of the war song were re- 
peated. 

‘That is just for fun,”’ said Dr. Berliner. 
“It would do well enough for deaf ,people, 
but the gramophone is designed for ¢alking 
and singing out loud, so as to’be heard in 
the ordinary fashion. Before going further 
I would like to show you the process by 
which we make our records.” e led the 
way into a room that was filled with a 
strange variety of queer things, including 
a piano, huge tin horns and some machin- 
ery driven by electricity. 

“You see, this disc,” said the inventor 
picking .up a very thin circular plate of 
zinc. ‘““‘We will proceed to make a record 
on it. To begin with, I clean it by rubbing 
the surface with. a little benzine. Next, 
you observe, 1 pour over it a fluid which 
is one of the fats of beeswax dissolved in 
benzine. The’ benzine almost instantly 
evaporates and leaves the disc coated with 
a very delicate film of fat. Now we will 
turn to this machine, which is a simple af- 
fair, though it looks somewhat complicated 
at the first glance. As you see, it consists 
most importantly of a horizontal revolving 
turmtable. Upon the turntable I fasten the 
disc by méans of a clamp in the center, and 
it is ready to receive the record, 

“For making the record we have here a 
little contrivance containing a diaphragm 
of mica, to which ts attached a delicate 
point or stylus of iridium. This is adjusted 
in such a manner that the stylus comes in 
contact with the surface of the zinc near 
its edge. I now affix to the diaphragm a 
mouthpiece, into which we may talk or 
sing anything we like. You do the talk- 
ing or singing this time, while I start 
the electric motor, which causes the turn- 
table to revolve. As it does so, the stylus 
will scratch a fine spiral line throu the 
film of fat on the disc. This is t; go 
ahead untiilI tell you to stop. 

‘That will do,” interrupted Dr. 
after the reporter had talked 
into the mouthpiece for a couple of minutes, 
“Let us see what we have got here. I re- 
move the disc from the turntable, and if 
you will look closely you can see the dell- 
eate spiral line that goes around and 
around, gradually nearing the center. Look 
at it through this powerful magnifying 
glass, and u will see that the spiral line 
is wavy. The wiggles in it represent the 
sound vibrations of syour voice, 

“You will have taken notice that while 
the disc was attached to the turntable 
it was kept overflowed with alcohol, which 
fell upon it drop by drop from e6 glass 
vessel. But for this precaution fine par- 
ticles of dust from the falling upon 
the zinc plate would be d ed through 
the fatty film by the stylus, Dilurring the 
record. 

“I ought to call your attention to the 
fact that the stylus does not scratch the 
zinc plate at-all, but merely cuts through 
the film of fat. The latter, of course, is al- 
most inconceivably thin. All that we need 
to do now is to etch our plate. That-is to 
say we apply to it an acid which eats away 
the metal wherever it Is not protected by, 
the fatty coat. or this 
ploy the red stuff in this tl 
mixture of bichromate of 

huric acid. To give the acid time to do 
ts work the zine plate is permitted to re- 
main in the solution for about half 
hour. Then we take it out and wash 
the fat, when the spiral line ofthe record

n the summer 1861 he left the manage- 
ment of stal affairs to his deputy and 
clerks a volunteered for army service as 
a private, but after a few months he was 
commissioned as Major and made aide-de- 
camp to Gen. Willard P. Hall, the comman- 
der of the Department of Northwest Mis- 
souri. In 1862 he was a delegate to the first 
Republican State Convention held in Mis- 
souri, served as its secretary, and was 
pointed a member of the State Central 
Committee, and in the fall of that year_he 
was elected to the State Legislature, to 
which he was re-elected a number of times. 


In his first term he served as Speaker Pro 
Tem of the House, and gave evidence of 
striking Par entary ability. In 1862 he 
purchases @ half interest in the St. Joseph 
erald and, becoming its*managing editor, 
soon made the r the most powerful and 
influential journal west of St. Louis. Dur- 
ing his eight years of service in the Legis- 
lature he secured many benefits for the 
city of St. Joseph, incorporated and in- 
augurated the street railroad system, origi- 
nated and sécured the location at St. Jo- 
seph of the State Lunatic Asylum, No. 2, 
and was the first to suggest the bridging of 
the Missouri at that place and aided in or- 
ganizi and incorporating the company, 
of which he became one of the most active 
directors and the auditor of accounts. 
The great bridge was built and stands to- 
day a monument to his persevering energy. 
In 1872 he was a delegate to the National 
Republican Convention at Philadelphia 
which nominated Gen: Grant. Mr. Bittinger 
retired from journalism in 1878 and enga 
in other business until he was called to the 
neg of managing editor of the Kansas 
ty Journal in 1881. Resigning in 1885, he 
made a tour of Europe, holding himself 
free from business engagements until 1889, 
when he again assumed control of the Her- 
ald. Mr. Bittinger’s long connection with 
the press of Missouri and his’ ve par- 
ticipation in public affars of the State have 
given him a wide acquaintance with leading

In contradistinction to such a policy, Mr.

session of the land free to hold it if they 
so will, but requires them to pay into the 
public treasury, national, State, munici- 
pal, as the case may be, the equivalent of 
those values attached to land, without 
respect’ to improvements or no improve- 
ments, which arise from the presence of 
population engaged in industria! and social 
pursuits; in other words, population in the 
civilized state. Government is presumed 
to be administered for the benefit of all in 
common and single taxers claim that those 


| common expenses, incident to government, 


arise from the one and same cause that 


| land values do—t. e., population, and that 
economic rent was intended by the Creator 


of all good things, to be a common fund 
from which those common expenses should 
be paid. This would be what Thomas G. 
Shearman aptly terms “Natural Taxation,” 
and it would take for common governmental 
use those values of land inherent wherever 
civilization exists, instead of permitting 
them, as now, to go into the coffers of the 
few private landlords who claim the earth 
as their own. Common property in land is 
not advocated by single taxers, but com- 
mon rights in land is, and the appropria- 
tion of.economic rent by the State would 
justly conserve those rights.
